Comment received for design proposal from Marni Jaime and Robert Friedman (8/23/12- 9/3/12) 



No at all inspiring. 

This proposal is very trite. While the colorful ceramic glazing may be appealing to the human eye... It is 
only because intense colors look like candy. This is what people find so appealing about works of art 
made from glass (ceramic glaze is glass btw) like Dale Chihuly. That being said, its the actual forms that I 
find trite and aesthetically boring. We've seen these forms for over 30 years in public art. Could we 
maybe not install yet another basic geometry form as a public art sculpture like so many others... This 
proposal is by far the least exciting and least interesting of the three finalists. I do know about this whole 
process of creation and making public art as I am a professional working artist who has had public art 
commissions. 

Again, stunning and original artwork. I feel the metaphor applied to the design concept is appropriate and 
appreciate that the proposed sculpture does not duplicate other work in the public art arena in Columbia. 
Having watched other mosaic designs over time in Columbia I wonder how the team has addressed the 
weathering effects of our freeze-thaw cycle. Beautiful work though. 

The design proposal mimicks the surroundings. Bringing in the continued harsh stark lines of the 
buildings and streets around the area. The blue slightly removes the design from blending into the 
landscape. As if the people around are changing into the buildings they walk among. 
Nope - leaves me cold 

Ugly. Too much like that hideous thing in front of the library. 

I believe this design is the most thought provoking/emotion provoking of the three choices. 

I like this design. It's not too imposing and seems to keep the flow in and out of the building. Although 

hard to see the textures I think from seeng other works this will be beautiful! 

This is my least favorite design of the three. Interesting sculptures, but they seem out of place and I don't 
think the actual design meets the artists "crossroads" idea. I understand what they are trying to show, but 
it doesn't seem intuitive. I can imagine generations of people saying "now what are those for?" and the 
ensuing explanation of "they're meant to show Columbia is a crossroads. ..or something." So many towns 
in this area are crossroads (with a much better claim to history for being one - Independence or StL) that I 
feel this sculpture makes us an also-ran at best. 

The Blue things are the best, but this is a chance to do something really special and all of these seem 
very ordinary. Unless there is some big hurry I say try to get some other ideas. Think Shuttle Cocks at the 

It's like blue man group crossed with a rock. Its better than proposal one, but meh. 
Not a fan of this one. Doesn't seem very visually interesting. 

I like the overall concept of this proposal, however I would like to see a greater effort to integrate the art 
into the architecture of the building. Personally, I want to feel like the art was planned and coordinated 
with the building and sidewalk, and not just placed uncomfortably on what could be any sidewalk. To 
clarify, I'm thinking of benches, planters, trees or bushes, designs in the sidewalk itself, and such, 
like the color, couldn't quite fathom it being installed. Wouldn't hate it i'm sure, whatever you want. 
This proposal seems the most engaging. The artists have a broad perspective, wanting to engage the 
community in the art, make it accessible but open for individual interpretation, meaningful on many levels. 
It seems powerful in a way the other two do not. 

I like this one best because it seems to me to go more with the sculpture at city hall. 

I love the movement and description and the warm approach to this concept. To me it shows 

communication, warmth and movement. The thought that went into it is well described in the proposal. 

And I love the blue color used in the figures. Szasz Benedict 

I like the concept, but is a little simplistic. 

I like this a little better than #1 , but I think it would have been more impressive if it was realistic rather 
than abstract. 

I find this piece too rigid and cold. Despite the inspiration of "crossing paths", this piece seems to fit better 
in high brow, uninteresting museum... not the vibrant North Village. 

I really like the inspiration of this artist and think it is very appropriate for a place whose purpose is 
coming/going. This is making me identify with art which doesn't usually happen. I would be very happy 



with this in my city. I think all three selections have merit. As far as I know, we don't have anything similar 
so it would be a fresh angle. 

They seem more isolated than interacting/intersecting 
Interesting, but do not want to see it in place. 

They may think that is a literal representation of their idea but it just looks like some blue rocks to me. 

Just not excited about this one.

This is my favorite submission of the the 3. I likke the crossroads theme as well. People will not be drawn 
to climb all over this figures. However, I can see them having their picutre taken with them. 
This seems awkward and sort of estranged. 

This design is interesting and I can see how it would appeal to many. I think it is thought provoking, 
this is my favorite. Nice concept and meaning. I like that is not too big. I like that you should not be able to 
climb on the sculptures for safety and liability reasons. My only concern is the annual cost for the night 
lighting. 

These three figures are too much alike to be interesting. There seems to be no attention to composition in 
this proposed work of art, other than placement, and that is not enough. The artists should have 
considered the 3 dimensional space in there composition in addition to their consideration of 2d space. A 
variation in the size of the figures would be a step in the right direction. 
I like them but they are not my top choice. 
Absolutely LOVE the concept behind this design! 

I don't think this design is dynamic enough for the space. It seems small - or like there's too much room 
between the individuals works to make the impact the artist talks about in the proposal. I also don't 
understand the blue color that's used... I feel like that isn't addressed or made clear. 
The written portion of the proposal is intriguing, the visual/physical implementation falls FAR SHORT. 
Their appears to be little attention paid to the site/building . . . these are just random objects placed on 
the site . . . which fail to make the desired "meeting" connection as stated by the artist. I'd encourage the 
City to NOT pursue this proposal. 

My least favorite of the three pieces, but I think primarily because I don't like the colors. The concept is 
good-at least it worked for Alberto Giacometti in pieces such as his bronze 1947-48 Piazza. Seems like 
a bit like "Transformers" meet existential sculptor. 

This design does not express anything about the city. Much like the keyhole.... 

This is my least favorite of the three. The figures at first looked to me like women in burkas. Nothing 

wrong with that, but it struck me as odd. After I looked more closely and read teh description, the figures 

just began to look creepy and scary and mute, like the Ghost of Christmas Yet to Come. Don't pick this 

one! 

EEK. This honestly looks silly and while I wish that people would appreciate it, I think in the end that it 
takes too much explanation to deliver the message of what these portray. I think, unfortunately as well, 
that these would invite vandalism. 

I Really don't like this design. It's too impersonal and feels like a futuristic, sort of George Jetson 
landscape. 

I kind of like this one. I would rate it my number 2 choice. The proposal was ugly, though! 

I wish they had included images of previous works. The sharp lines of these sculptures seem more harsh 

and uninviting than the other 2. 

Marni and Robert's proposal does have many merits. I really like the concept behind "Crossing Paths." I 
like the individual sculptures and the symbolic meaning. I like that the artists have considered how people 
will view them from different vantage points and in/egresses as well as ensuring that the area is 
wheelchair accessible. But I'm struggling with the colors and shapes which seem to clash/conflict with the 
nearby buildings (rather than contrast like Bede and Beth's artworks). And, I'm trying to decide how I feel 
about the artworks' placement and how it inhabits the space. It's interesting how each artist uses the 
space very differently. -Beth fully inhabits the space and entices you to come play. -Bede invites you to 
join the environment that he has created and interact with his decorative and colorful artwork. -Marni and 
Robert's space initially seems very sparse in comparison. My impression is that the sculptures appear too 
small, too few for the environment. There's too much white/negative space. Of course, this is my opinion 
based on the proposal. If I lived in town and knew the location, I might like the deliberate sparseness. 



What I haven't considered is how are these artworks different/similar to the already existing public 
artworks. Since I'm not familiar with the collection, I don't know if Columbia already has similar public 
artworks. My fondness for Beth and Bede's works would be tempered if that was the case. All four artists 
have presented thoughtful and interesting proposals for Columbia's consideration. I don't envy the 
selection committee's task. 

My second choice. I like the concept of crossing paths, I like the color and that there would be light, if 

they didn't remind me of monks Otherwise, I like it 

Not my favorite. 

I like "Crossing Paths" more than "Landing" but less than "Tidal Murmur" . It is my second choice. 
Love the concept, design, and color. Yes. ..Yes. ..Yes... Lana Costanzo 
Robert is an amazing artist. 

Not attractive. Not right for our town. Spooky looking. 

This is interesting. Somewhat thought provoking. I'm not as wild about it as the wave form in stainless. I 
like the idea of people being able to sit on anything placed in that particular area. Direct interaction. 
Though attractive, this option is my second place choice of three. 
Very strange!! 

I really like the concept of this piece and think it is very appropriate for Columbia, but I don't personally 
find it aesthetically pleasing. 

Tile and outdoor do not mix. Just ask MU and the tiger circle that didn't last. The blue "people" are not 
visually pleasing. 

My impression is one of fixed distances rather than paths crossing. 

This looks like a very interesting design and I think it will draw people into the park space more than a 
large metallic sculpture. 

I would NOT vote for this abstract sculpture type of artwork. It does not fit in this historical area of town. It 
would be much like the yellow metal sculpture at the new library that is disliked by every person I have 
talked with! 

This design proposal would be my second choice, its a better concept than #1 however the works visual 
aesthetics are somewhat boring. I liked the ideas about people crossing paths and interacting, even the 
colors are great, but in my opinion it lacks movement, fluidity, and dynamism. It's just to blocky and solid 
for my tastes. 

Better than number one, but still sort of sterile and doesn't really engage the space. Blah. 

Too disjointed, not enough movement going on. Looks bulky and static. #3 is best. 

I like the color but not the material choices or design. The design to me is fractured. It is too far apart to

I truly debated this one! Two very different sculptural concepts between 2&3. But Proposal #2 wins out. 
Here's why: a) The similar but different forms encourage us to look for interaction between the shapes, 
and results in encouraging the public to engage in the art! b) The color will be a desireable element 
amidst the colors of the surrounding buildings, c) The open accessiblity factor, even to those in 
wheelchairs was appealing to me. d)l am familiar with Marnie Jamie as a national artist - her team will 
produce a pleasing result.

Cloaking their true identity - or even an Islamic covering - while I am sure they were looking for futuristic 
and non-descript - they are old and scary.

1 prefer Proposal 3 over Proposal 2. 

This is the most vibrant and creative proposal, which will be widely photographed and posted worldwide 
by CoMo visitors. Kudos to artists Jaime and Friedman! 

Proposal #2 is my preference for installation in this particular location. The upright nature of the figures, 
and the changing shadows they will cast, will bring a kinetic sense of life to the site and, I think, draw 
more interactive involvement from the public. The other two designs are good, as well, but they both 
seem to set a boundary for the space they occupy; whereas the standing figural sculptures of Proposal #

Even before reading the artists statement which explained the concept of "passing by," I felt that the trio 
of structures, although stationery, imparted a sense of movement and kenetic engagement. At first glance, 
they reminded me of hooded monks, or women cloaked with floor-length, hooded capes. The angle of the 
each structure reflects a friendly, welcoming posture, akin to a person who has just recognized and 
acknowledged a familiar face, or one who has respectfully exchanged an unspoken greeting to a 



passerby. This stunning trio of ceramic structures is well-suited for a public art installation. Make sure

I like this one the best. The shapes seem to make sense in this environment. I like that the materials are 
out of the ordinary.

I love the 

concept and can't wait to see it installed!

This proposal is my 3rd choice of the three under consideration. I find the forms somewhat robotic and 
awkward, and thereby confining. I also question the durability of the material. 

My vote is for proposal #2. I am an artist and I see the three proposals as follows. #1 has biologial forms 
that are unrelated to the human experience and almost appear to be found stones or concrete forms 
brightly painted and treated to achieve colors. The ability to use ceramic in these designs seems unlikely 
and might result in maintenance. #3 is colorless and is viewed as building materials cut and welded into 
an interesting configuration. "Tidal" aludes to an ocean genre but here in this setting it seems out of place 
better suited to a setting near an ocean. The Missouri river certainly has no Tidal connection. #2 These 
Modern Abstract Ceramic humanistic forms pique the imagination with questions of what such creatures 
might want or might give. The bright colors chosen are striking and rich and uncommon. They are fired 
colors which will stay bright for centuries. I first thought I would like to see more of them but then it would 
become like a troupe of performers more than three individuals who might be trying to find their way 
back.
